In tim e of

th e a rm y and n av y ar* n o t s u p ­ 
p o rted fo r th e b en efit of su p p ly 
co n cern s; su p p ly co n cern s a r* su p - 
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ported tor the benefit of the a rm f 
and navy. 
The distrib u tio n of o r­ 
ders on w hat I* needed from d if­ 
ferent concerns for th e purpose of 
keeping up equipm ent and organi­ 
zation Is perfectly Justified, but any 
attem p t to prevail upon the gov­ 
ernm ent to purchase 
be'yond 
Its 
needs ought not to be tolerated. 
It la em inently fa ir th a t those who 
deal w ith the governm ent should 
do so a t a reasonable profit. 
H ow ­ 
ever, public m oney Is expended not 
th a t some one m ay p ro fit by it 
b ut in order to serve a public p u r­ 
pose. 
W hile our policy of national de­ 
fense will proceed in order th at we 
m ay be independent and self-su ffic­ 
ient, I am opposed to engaging in 
a ny attem pt a t com petitive arm a ­ 
m ents. 
No m a tte r how m uch or 
how little some o th er country m ay 
feel constrained to provide, we can 
well afford to set the exam ple, not 
of being dictated to by others, but 
of adopting our own standards. Wo 
are strong enough to pursure th at 
method, which 
will 
be a most 
wholesome model for th e re st of the 
world. 
We are em inently peaceful, 
but we are by no m eans weak. 
W hile we subm it o u r differences 
w ith others, not to th e adjudica­ 
tion of force, but of reason, it is 
not because we are unable to de­ 
fend our rights. 
W hile we are do­ 
ing our best to elim inate all resort 
to w ar for the purpose of settling 
disputes, we can not b u t rem em ber 
th at the peace we now enjoy had 
to be won by th e sw ord and th at 
lf the rights of our country are 
to be defended we cannot rely for 
th a t purpose upon anyone but our­ 
selves. 
We can not sh irk the re ­ 
sponsibility, 
w hich 
is 
the 
first 
requisite of all governm ent, of pre­ 
serving 
Its 
own 
in teg rity 
and 
m aintaining the rig h ts of its own 
citizens. 
It is only In accordance 
w ith these principles th a t we can 
establish any lastin g foundations 
for an honorable and perm anent 
pea pie. 
It is for these reasons th a t our 
country, like any o th er country, 
proposes to provide itself w ith an 
arm y and navy supported by a 
m erchant m arine. 
Y et these are 
not for com petition w ith any other 
power. 
F or years we have be­ 
sought nations to disarm . W e have 
recently expressed our w illingness 
s t Geneva to en ter into treaties for 
the lim itation of all types of w a r­ 
ships. 
according 
to 
the 
radio 
adopted at the W’ashington confer­ 
ence. 
This offer is still pending. 
W hile we are and shall continue to 
he arm ed it is not as a menace, 
but rath e r as a comm on assurance 
of tranquility 
to all th e peace- 
loving people of the world. 
F or us 
to do any less would be to disre­ 
gard our obligation, evade our re­ 
sponsibilities 
and 
Jeupordize 
our 
national honor. 
This country, not only because it 
is bound by honor hut because of 
the satisfaction 
derived 
from it. 
has 
alw ays 
lavished 
its 
bounty 
upon its veterans. 
F o r years a 
service pension has been bestowed 
upon the G rany A rm y on 
reach­ 
ing a certain age. 
Like provision 
has been m ade for th e survivors of 
the Spanish w ar. 
A liberal future 
com pensation has been granted to 
all the veterans of the W orld war. 
Hut it is In the case of the d is­ 
abled and the dependents th at the 
governm ent exhibits its greatest so ­ 
licitude. 
This w ork is being well 
adm inistered by th e veterans* b u ­ 
reau. 
The m ain unfinished fea­ 
ture is th at of hospitalization. This 
requirem ent is being rapidly met. 
V arious veteran bodies will p re­ 
sent to you recom m endations which 
should have your careful consider­ 
ation.

Some abuses have arisen 
w hich require reform . 
U nder the 
law national governm ent has 
en ­ 
trusted to the treasu ry departm ent 
the especial duty of regulation and 
enforcem ent. 
Such supplem entary 
legislation as Is required to m eet 
existing conditions should be care­ 
fully and speedily enacted. Failure 
to support the constitution and ob-! 
serve the law ought not to be to l- 1 
crated by public opinion.

d a lly those in public places, who 
have taken their o ath to support I 
the constitution, ought to be m ost! 
scrupulous In its observancs. 
O f-' 
fleers of the dep artm en t of justice 
throughout the country should be

Foreign Relations 
The foreign policy of th is gov­ 
ernm ent is well known. 
It Is one 
of peace based on th a t m utual re ­ 
spect th a t arises from m utual re ­ 
gard for International rights and 
the discharge of International obli­ 
gations. 
It is o u r purpose to p ro ­ 
mote understanding and good will 
betw een ourselves and 
ail 
other 
people. 
The A m erican people are 
altogether lacking in an ap p recia­ 
tion of the trem endous good fo r­ 
tune th a t surrounds th eir in te rn a ­ 
tional position. 
W e have no tr a ­ 
ditional enemies. 
W e are not em ­ 
barrassed over any disputed te r­ 
ritory. 
W e have no possessions 
th at are coveted by others; they 
have none th a t are coveted by us. 
Our borders are unfortified. 
We 
fear no one; no one fears us. 
All 
the world know s th at th# whole 
extent of our influence is egalnst 
w ar and in favor of peace, against 
the use of force and in favor of n e ­ 
gotiation. arb itratio n and a d ju d i­ 
cation and a m ethod of adjusting 
international differences. 
W e look 
with disfavor upon all aggressive 
w arfare. 
We are strong enough an 
that no one can charge us w ith 
w eakness if we are slow to anger. 
O ur place is sufficiently estab lish ­ 
ed so th a t we need not he sen si­ 
tive over trifles. 
O ur resources 
are large enough so th a t we can 
efford to be generous. At the sam e 
tim e we are a nation am ong n a ­ 
tions and recognise a responsibil­ 
ity not only to ourselves, but in 
tbs Interests of a stabte and e n ­ 
lightened civilisation, 
to 
protect 
and defend the international rights 
of our governm ent and our c iti­ 
zens. 
It is because of our historical de­ 
tachm ent and the generations of 
com parative Indifference tow ard us 
by o th er nations th at our public ta 
Inclined to consider altogether too 
seriously the reports th at we are 
criticized abroad. 
W e never had 
a larg er foreign trade than a t the 
present tim e. O ur good offices were 
never m ore sought and the neces­ 
sity fo r our assistance and co­ 
operation 
w as 
never 
more 
u n i­ 
versally declared In any tim e of 
pence. 
W e know th at the sen ti­ 
ment* w hich we entertain tow ard 
all o th er nations are those of the 
m ost sincere friendship and good 
will and of an unbounded desire to 
help, w hich we are perfectly w illing 
to have judged by their fruits, 
In 
our efforts to adjust our in te rn a ­ 
tional obligations we have m et w ith 
a response which, when everything 
is considered, I believe history will 
record aa a m ost rem arkable and 
gratifying 
dem onstration 
of 
th e 
sanctity w ith which civilized n a ­ 
tions undertake to discharge their 
m utual obligations. 
Debt se ttle ­ 
m ents have been negotiated w ith 
practically all of those who owed 
us and all finally adjusted but two. 
which are In process of ratification. 
W hen we consider the real sa c ri­ 
fice th a t will be necessary on the 
part of other nations, considering 
all th eir circum stances, 
to meet 
their agreed paym ents, we ought to 
hold them in Increased adm iration 
and respect. 
It is true th a t we 
have extended to them very gen­ 
erous treatm ent, but it Is also true 
th at they have agreed to repay us 
all th a t we loaned to them end 
some Interest. 
A special conference on the C hi­ 
nese custom tariff provided for by 
the tre a ty betw een the nine powers 
relating to the Chinese 
custom s 
tariff 
signed 
at 
W ashington 
on 
Feb. 8, 1922. w as called by the 
Chinese governm ent to meet a t P e­ 
king on Oct. 29. 1925. 
W e p ar­ 
ticipated in this conference through 
fully 
em pow ered 
delegates, 
and 
with good will. endeavored to co­ 
operate w ith the other p articip at­ 
ing power* w ith a view to putting 
into effect prom ises made to China 
a t the W ashington conference, and 
considering any reasonable proposal 
that m ight be made by th e C hi­ 
nese governm ent for the revision 
of the treaties on the subject of 
China’s tariff. W ith these aim s In 
view the A m erican delegation at 
the outset of the conference p ropos­ 
ed to put into effect the surtaxes 
provided by the W aahfngton treaty 
and to proceed im m ediately to tim 
negotiation 
of 
a 
treaty, which, 
am ong other thing*, wa* to m ake 
provision for the abolition of taxes 
collected on goods In tran sit, re ­ 
move the tariff restrictions in ex ­ 
isting treaties and put into effect 
th# national tariff law of China. 
E arly in April of the present year 
the 
central 
Chines* 
governm ent 
w as ousted from 
power by 
op ­ 
posing w arring factions. 
It be­ 
cam e im possible under the circum ­ 
stances to continue the negotia­ 
tion*. 
Finally, on July 2. the dele­ 
gates of the foreign powers. In­ 
cluding those of the U nited States, 
issued a statem en t expressing th eir 
unanim ous and earnest desire to 
proceed w ith the work of the con­ 
ference 
a t 
the 
earliest 
possible 
m oment when the delegates of the 
Chinese governm ent are in a po­ 
sition to resum e discussions w ith 
the foreign delegate# of the p rob­ 
lems before th e conference. 
W e 


are prepared to resum e the nego­ 
tiations 
thus 
Interrupted 
w hen­ 
ever a governm ent representing the 
Chinese people and actin g on their 
behalf presents 
itself. 
The fact 
th a t 
constant 
w arfare 
between 
contending 
Chinese 
factions 
has 
rendered it Im possible

these negotiations to a successful 
conclusion Is a m atte r of deep re ­ 
gret. 
Throughout these conflicts 
we have m aintained a position of 
th# m ost careful n eu trality . 
Our 
naval

w aters, 
pursuant to treaty rights, have been 
used only for the protection 
of 
Am erican citizens. 
Silas 
IL Straw n 
w as 
sent 
to 
China as A m erican com m issioner to 
co-operate with com m lsaions of the 
other powers in the establishm ent 
of a commission to inquire Into 
the present practice of e x tra te rri­ 
torial jurisdiction in China, with a 
view to reporting to th e govern­ 
m ents of the several pow ers their 
findings of fact in regard to these 
m atters. 
The 
com m ission 
com ­ 
menced Its w ork in Jan u ary , 1929. 
and agreed upon Joint rep o rt which 
w as signed on Septem ber 19, 1926 
The com m ission's rep o rt has been 
received and is being studied with 
a view to determ ining o u r future 
policy in regard to the question of 
extraterritorial 
privileges 
under 
treaties between the U nited States 
and China. 
The preparatory com m ission for 
the disarm am ent conference m et at 
Geneva on May IS an d Its work 
has been proceeding alm ost con­ 
tinuously since th a t data. 
It would 
be prem ature to a ttem p t to form a 
Judgm ent aa to the progress that 
baa been made. 
T he commission 
has had before it a com prehensive 
list of questions touching upon all j 
aspects of the question of the lim i­ 
tation of arm am ent.

American History students of the 
H untington Beach high school are 
progressing rapidly In their study 
under the Instruction of Mr. Ham* 
ren. 
In our course of study we are 
trying to make the work as prac­ 
tical ss 
possible. 
Upon 
finding 
th a t history deals with the prog* 
re«s of the people, events which 
lead up to human progress, and 
the record of human life, includ­ 
ing 
degeneration 
and 
changes 
which may he more Im portant than 
al] of the progress, we are able to 
see of w hat great Importance the 
different phases are to us living 
here In Huntington Beech today. 
In all of the topics we make this 
our specific aim. 
For recommended credits, addi­ 
tional outside work Is required. To 
receive a grade of ‘‘I," the student 
m ust hand In all Literary Digest 
reports, and read three historical 
novels a semester. 
In tests, he 
must rank in the highest IS per 
cent turn In a weekly collateral, 
and m ust choose a project approved 
by the Instructor, which ta to be 
carried 
throughout 
the 
entire 
course. 
To attain the m ark of 
*‘2,*' the above work Is required 
w ith the exception of the yearly 
project, and must average amongst 
the highest 40 per rent In tests. 
This year Mr. Hamren Is trying 
a new method, which has this far 
worked successfully. 
The students 
receive a study guide of questions 
a t the beginning of each new topic. 
These are filled out by the Indi­ 
viduals as we continue the dis­ 
cussion. 
A fter the class has m as­ 
tered the study guide, we enter 
the classroom, put aside all hooks, 
papers, ate., and recelvs a duplica­ 
tion of the guide, which we fill In 
w ithout the aid of our textbooks. 
This is to test and sea how much 
we have really gained from the 
topic. W e find these guides aid us 
a great deal In picking out the im ­ 
portant factors.

labor it la being im ported at p res­ 
ent from Rhodesia.

plum bing fixtures and other ob­ 
jects. 
Chrom ium steel and other form s 
of chrom ium alloys ar* being mad* 
for harder and more durable forma 
of m aterial. 
The ll. S. B ureau of S tandards 
la continuing its 
researches 
on 
chrom ium plating and other uses 
for this m etal, looking forw ard to 
a tim e when it will be aa common 
as iron and copper.

The offshore safety 
line thus tentatively established is 
fixed on the recom m endation of 
those who have studied the drift of 
oil slicks, and m ay be accepted as 
representing th eir best judgm ent on 
the Subject. 
However, th eir opinion la not to 
be accepted as final. 
It m ay be 
th at 50 m iles offshore is too close 
inshore. Oil spreads far and rap id ­ 
ly on the surface of w ater; for in ­ 
stance, com paratively sm all quan­ 
tities suffice to m eet th# req u ire­ 
m ent of rescuers launching boats 
on storm -sw ept w aters.
